The Society’s Representative in the far Northwest of China, now cut off from Shanghai, 
writes of the welcome given everywhere in his travels with the new Bible Van 


and of the opening of the Bible House in Lanchow

OUR MONTHS AGO our new Bible Van arrived. It 

was a real joy to receive Tteanice Lyre Mortensen 
(the Society’s Secretary for all China) had kindly 
granted a good supply of spare parts and tools. Since 
then I have been out on three long trips, and thou- 
sands of Bibles, New Testaments and Portions in 
Mongol, Chinese, Tibetan, Russian, Turkish and 
Arabic have already been distributed from the Bible 
Van. We are, indeed, most thankful for the fine new 
Dodge truck. It was a most interesting trip and more 
than 3,000 Bibles and New Testaments were sold in 
Kansu and Sinkiang. The friends in that area were 
so happy to receive Bibles. Many of them have had to 
learn chapter by chapter by heart, as all were not able 
to possess a Bible. 

Just recently I came back from a trip to the T’sai- 
dam area west of the Blue Lake or Kuhu Noor. There 
we found many Mongols and Tibetans, as well as 
quite a few Chinese. There has been a road built over 
the high mountains and at one place we found ice in 
the middle of the summer, for at that point the pass is 
12,500 feet high. The air was a little too thin for our 
truck. Dr. Mortensen visited the Kuhu Noor last 
summer but on this trip we were able to penetrate 
another 300 kilometers further west. As the road has 
not been repaired since it was built, many places were 
washed out and we had to go around or fix it before 
we could continue our journey. Not far from the 
Tsaidam plain we had to ford a river several times. 
However, we did not get stuck. The Bible Van did it 
very well. In places the road goes through a desert 
and for more than fifty kilometers no water was to be 
found. ‘This is the region where we saw antelopes and 
wild horses. 

There is a large mission field in that part of China; 
but very little has been done for the people, as it is so 
remote. It was my privilege to have along several 
missionaries who are soon taking up work among the 
Mongols, and we hope and pray that some additional 
workers may also come and start work among the 
wild ‘Tibetans. The Mongols in this area were for a 
long time troubled by the Kazaks who used to come 
down on looting raids. Thousands of Mongols were 
killed by them. However, for the last two years there 
has been peace in the region. It was a joy to find how 
happy the people were to see us. Medicine especially 
will be warmly welcomed. In a little Chinese school 
we left quite a few Chinese New Testaments and a 
complete Bible for the teacher. On our way back our 
truck got stuck in the mud, and it was a joy to see how 
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eager the boys and the teacher were to help us ou 
They seemed so wide open for the Good Story. 

The new Bible House is now ready. We are onl 
waiting for the new stock to arrive. In the picture 
am sending, you will see the front part of the Bibl 
Van too. It is just the entrance of the Bible Sho 
which is located on one of the main streets of Lan

chow. We are most fortunate to have the shop in th 
center of the city. At the left you see the entrance 
the Lanchow Church. A very good work is going o 
there. It is the largest church in the Northwes 
Formerly it was the Chinese Inland Mission chure 
Some years ago all the responsibilities were turne 
over to the Chinese Church. The Chinese Church h 
built the Bible House, and we have a contract fo 
seven years. It has been a real joy to see how anxio 
everyone has been to help us, and do it as effectivel 
as possible. 

We hope it will be possible for the Lutheran Plan: 
to come up with a new stock of Scriptures from Ca 
ton, as we are in desperate need of them. It is” 
difficult time when we are cut off from our hea 
quarters in Shanghai. May God help us to get th 
Scriptures we need! We have to do all we can for thi 
area, which has been neglected for so long.

The Bible for the Blind for Christmas 


Again, as at every Holiday Season, the Book of Books is the favorite 
gift to the Blind

HEN in the early spring of 1835 Dr. Samuel G. 
Wioowe, a great pioneer worker for the blind, 
made “the long journey” from Boston to New York 
for the sole purpose of placing before the American 
Bible Society his invention of the Line Letter system 
of reading for the blind, he probably never dreamed

that in the years to follow there would ever be any 
other system used by the sightless. 

During the past century constant efforts to sim- 
plify, condense and improve embossed printing have 
produced many changes; and as each system of read- 
ing supplanted another, the Society has at very 
heavy costs provided the Bible in it. 

Following the first Bible in Line Letter, the 
Society in 1894 puklished the Bible in New York 
Point. In 1903 the distribution of the Bible in the 
Moon system was begun and in 1911, when the old 
American Braille was being taught in the schools for 
the blind, the Bible appeared in this system. 

Revised Braille is the system most widely used by 
the blind today. In response to increasing appeals 
from the sightless, the Society has sent out many, 
many thousands of these bulky volumes. No one can 
measure the happiness, the inspiration and new hope 
which the embossed Scriptures bring to those in 
physical darkness. Last year it became evident that 
new plates for the 20-volume King James Version 
edition of the Braille Bible would have to be made in 
order to supply the increasing needs of these finger- 
tip readers who delight in reading God’s Word for 
themselves. Many printings through the years had 
made the old plates unfit for further use.

To complete this Braille Bible requires 4,591 large 
plates. After the plates are made, considerable time is 
necessary for printing and binding. A Braille Bible} 
now costs nearly $60. As this sum would be prohibi- 
tive to most sighted people, not alone the blind, the 
Society offers these bulky and expensive volumes to 
all Braille readers at a very small fraction of the cost, 
25 cents per volume, and often as a full dona- 
tion. This is made possible by gifts to the Blind 
Fund. 

The Bible is the favorite gift of the blind. As early 
as October, requests for the Bible for the blind for 
Christmas begin, and as the holiday season comes 
nearer, there is an increasing flow of correspondence, 
telephone calls and telegrams, not only from friends 
of the blind in the homeland but also from foreign 
fields. The mounting appeals for the embossed Scrip- 
tures usually exceed the supply on hand, no matter 
how much the Blind Department anticipates the 
needs. 

“The Braille Bible was the nicest Christmas present 
I have ever had,” wrote a blind woman, “‘and now I 
want to get one for my blind friend this year. Will you 
please write me at once.”

A blind girls’ club consisting of 27 members have 
each received only two volumes of the Braille New 
Testament and their teacher desires additional 
volumes for Christmas. ““They were thrilled to get 
these copies but they really need other portions of the 
Bible so much,”’ she writes. 

“T would like to have a Bible, as it would be of such 
great help in my Sunday-school work,” writes a blind 
man,

speer was discussing the great dearth of Bibles in 
-arious war-stricken areas of Europe and Asia, includ- 
ng Korea, where, it is reported, the Christians are 
naking a firm, even sacrificial stand against the Com- 
nunists. ““The Korean Christians are living Christ 
-adiantly and joyously, we are told,” said Mr. Speer, 
‘and they are making one of the finest stands for 
Jhristianity that is being made anywhere today. Yet 
most all the printers and their helpers are from 
Northern Korea, and most of the able writers have 
Leftist leanings. Only the Bible is not under Com- 
maunistic influence.”

How a group of Sunday Schools which had sent Clothing and other Material Needs to the 
Impoverished Children of Other Lands discovered Something of More Lasting Value to 
share with Needy Children in Another Land

marked “Kansas City, Kan- 
sas”’ and containing a check 
for $301.37 arrived at the 
Korean office of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, bearing 
instructions from the send- 
ers—the boys and girls of 
the Kansas City week-day 
church schools—that the 
money be used in printing 
more Bibles for the Korean 
people. 

One of the first questions 
that is asked Mrs. Higby 
about the Bible-sharing 
project is, ‘““How did the 
children raise the money?”’ Their simple answer, “By 
free-will offering,” usually brings another, more in- 
sistent question: “Didn’t the children do something to 
raise it—did they just give?” “They just gave,” the 
teachers answer, but amplify their answer by explain- 
ing that the giving had as its background a brief 
but informative study of the need of Korea and its 
people for the Bible. This study made the boys and 
girls eager to share the Bible with their Oriental 
friends. 

At the outset the teachers’ own interest in the proj- 
ect had been aroused after listening, as Mrs. Higby 
and Mrs. Mattson had done, to Mr. Speer as he 
discussed the great need for Bibles in various coun- 
tries in the world. After reading in American Bible 
Society leaflets about Korea’s need and about the 
goal of Korean Christians to place the Bible in the 
hands of every Korean youth within a few years, the 
teachers of the week-day church-school staff voted 
unanimously to make Korea the recipient of a Bible- 
sharing project. The spontaneous response of the 
children to the project a few wecks later confirmed 
their feeling that this decision was sound. 

Since the project was managed individually in each 
Sunday school, various methods of developing it were 
used. Stories, talks and maps were used in teaching 
the younger children. ‘The older children were en- 
couraged to study the project for themselves, doing 
research on such subjects as the early Christianizing 
of Korea and the present-day problems of Korean 
Christians. In other classes the study of Korea’s need 
for Bibles was correlated with the church schools’ 
unit of study on the history of the Bible. A missionary 
who had just returned from Korea provided the boys 
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Mrs. Mattson 


and girls of the Western Highlands Presbyterian 
Church with a first-hand picture of Korea’s need. 


At the Oakland Park Baptist Church the class 
study was supplemented by creative activity. A 
“Bible bank,” measuring ten by twelve inches, was 
constructed out of cardboard by the children. The 
book-shaped bank was covered with black construc- 
tion paper, its edges painted red to resemble the 
American Bible Society Bibles, and the word “Bible” 
printed in gilt letters on the front cover. 

Following the study, the principals of each school 
assigned a date for the children to bring their offer- 
ings. Some principals sent letters to the parents two 
weeks before the offering, explaining the project and 
enclosing an envelope labeled ‘‘My Gift to Korea.” 


The day set aside for the Bible-sharing offering and its 
dedication was a special one in every school, but at the 
African Methodist Episcopal Church the boys and girls 
were especially excited. Instead of being American children 
that day, they were, in their imagination, Korean children 
who were giving an offering to be sent to America to buy 
Bibles for the boys and girls there. Besides this, they were 
going to drop their money into their school’s gleaming new 
offering plates as they were passed! 

Grade by grade the children brought their pennies, 
dimes and dollars when the hour arrived, and as the ushers 
carried the coin-filled offering plates to the worship center, 
where hung the picture of a little boy looking very much 
like a Korean child, Mrs. W. M. Blount, the principal, 
asked a child to volunteer to come forward to dedicate the 


At the World’s Crossroads 


| Beas SocietTy’s depot in Alexandria, Egypt is a 
place where the attendant never knows what will 
happen next. During the year 1948 the Scriptures 
were distributed within the borders of the Bible 
Lands, South, Agency, which embraces Egypt, Su- 
dan, Palestine and Transjordania in 78 languages; 
and many of these languages were handled by the 
Alexandria depot. A few instances are cited here to 
indicate the variety of experiences at this depot, 
located at one of the crossroads of the world. 


“Have you a Turkish-French dictionary?” asked a wom- ° 


an who came in one day. Being a Turk, she was anxious 
to teach her son Turkish. I showed her Bibles and Gospels 
in Turkish and French and explained that by the help of 
each she could teach her son much, even without the 
dictionary. She bought a Gospel in each language and 
went away. A few days later she returned and said that she 
had been unwell, and while lying in bed she had read the 
Gospel. “‘It is a very good book,” she added, ‘‘and I would 
like to have more.” As a result I was able to sell her a 
complete Bible in Modern Turkish. 

An elderly man visited the depot with the request for a 
Bible in Greek. The purchase made, he said to me before 
he left, “Surely a man must read the Bible before he dies.”? 

A German lady passenger on board a Swedish ship was 
delighted when I was able to find her a German Bible. “I 
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offering. ‘No formal worship service had been planned,” 


Mrs. Blount said, “but in the third grade that day the boy 
who volunteered to dedicate the offering prayed so directly 
to God, thanking Him for opening the hearts of their 
parents to give money to buy Bibles, that it was very 
touching. The time had come for a worship service; and the 
children sang songs of thanks to God for their many bless- 
ings.” In the fifth and sixth grades the incident was repeated. 

One by one the church schools in the city sent their offer- 
ings to the Council director. When the final count was 
made, these three schools led the others in the amount of 
their gifts: Messiah Lutheran, $31.34; Rosedale Methodist, 
$31; and Oakland Park Baptist, $22.70. The total offer- 
ing of twenty-eight church schools amounted to $301.37, 
enough to buy almost three hundred Bibles. 

The teachers were jubilant. ‘‘All felt a greater satisfac- 
tion in this project than in any other one we have worked 
on,” Mrs. Higby said. The children seemed to feel the same 
way. ““They were more enthusiastic about this project than 
about any of the others we have had,”’ Mrs. Mattson said. 

Nor did the project end with the week-day church- 
school children. ‘“The adult Bible class in my church has 
heard about the week-day church school’s Bible-sharing 
project,” said a woman to a church-school teacher some 
time later, “‘and the class wants to send Bibles to Korea.” 
Another person said: “The Council of Women in my 
church wants to do something about sending Bibles to 
Korea since they heard about the children’s project. How 
shall we go about it?” 

Meanwhile the boys and girls of the Kansas City, Kan- 
sas week-day church schools are waiting for just one thing: 
a chance to participate in another Bible-sharing project! 


love the Bible,”’ she said, “‘but it is such a long time since I 
have had a copy of my own.” As she did not have much 
money with her, she wished me to take her necklace in 
payment for the book. When I refused, her face shone with 
relief and gladness. 

One day a well-dressed and educated young man came 
in. He leaned over the counter and spoke in a low tone. 
“Tam a Moslem and would like to study the New Testa- 
ment. Would you please find me one?” I showed him 
several, and he bought a French New Testament and four 
Arabic Gospels. He said, ‘‘Up till now I believe in what I 
have inherited, but I wish to study to decide for myself. 
After studying I may become a firmer Moslem; but again, 
I may change my ideas. Perhaps a common man will never 
say so, but I feel we must all be free in our choice.” This 
is by no means the first inquirer of this kind, and only eter- 
nity will reveal the extent of such reading of God’s Word. 

As I was emptying a case of Scriptures that had just ar- 
rived from Port Said, a friend of mine entered who knew 
Portuguese and was interested in some Portuguese New 
Testaments that I was taking out of the box. ‘“‘What is the 
price of these?” he asked, and when I suggested that he 
should guess, he failed in three attempts, each time going 
higher and higher. When I told him that they would be 
sold at two piastres (approximately ten cents) each, he 
said, ‘‘Why, that is wonderful. Let me have all that you 
can spare, so that I can distribute them to my friends.”

alive and flourishing after 131 years of continued 
service to the church and community. It still bears 
this quaint name. 

Today there are over 200 members and 30 life 
members in the Piqua Society, which is interdenom- 
inational. Meetings have always been held on the 
first Monday of each month at the home of the presi- 
dent. There is no offering taken and no refreshments 
are served. The Society is financed by annual dues 
and life memberships. 

This Society has given Bibles to soldiers in four 
wars. They have given Bibles twice for every room 
in the local hospital and the nurses’ home. Bibles 
were presented to a church in the city after the build- 
ing and equipment were destroyed by fire. Bibles 
have been given to many graduating classes of the 
various church schools, and in the early thirties a 
large-print, four-volume Bible was presented to the 
Fire Department of Piqua. 

There have been only eight presidents of this So- 
ciety, one of whom served for 41 years. ‘The present 
president, Mrs. Lois Koester, has also been the de- 
positary for Bibles for over twenty-five years. The 
Society is proud of the fact that the oldest living 
member of the American Bible Society has a daugh- 
ter, granddaughter and a great-granddaughter who 
are members of the Piqua Bible Society. 

Complete records are kept under lock and key at 
the Piqua Public Library. The first secretary’s book 
is crude, but very interesting. It contains the con- 
stitution adopted at the first meeting and revised at 
the second meeting. Following are a few extracts, 
which are worth emulating: 


1. No member of this Society shall receive any pecuni- 
ary compensation for any service rendered to the Society. 


2. Every meeting shall open and close with prayer. 


3. The Bible is to be circulated without note or com- 
ment. All the surplus fund, after supplying the wants of the 
neighborhood, is to be sent to the parent Society. 


Rule 1. Let us all be deeply sensitive to the necessity of 
being deeply united in spirit and practice, knowing, unless 
we are united no blessing can be expected from the Giver 
of all good to our labors. 


Rule 2. It is expected that every member shall at all 
times pray for this union. 


Rule 3. We will never speak lightly of each other, but 
defend each’s character so far as is consistent with truth. 


Rule 4. It is expected that every one of the members 
will be guarded so as not to make any animadversion of 
the weak abilities and mistakes of each other. If any should, 
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and the same become known, tney must not think hard to 
be reproved by the President. 

Rule 5. All uncharitable and unprofitable conversation 
not to be allowed, especially speaking against different 
sects and religious denominations; nothing to be intro- 
duced but what is thought necessary to assist us In our 


For Love of the Bible 


The Society’s Secretary in Buenos Aires tells us of something important that the 
Travel Writers have overlooked

HE POWER of the Bible reveals itself in many and 
4 Eee forms. But invariably the power which the 
Bible exerts in the life of the man who in faith accepts 
it is enlightening, inspiring, compelling. 

Thirty-five years ago, in a small 
village of old Spain, a young man 
in his early twenties received a 
Bible from the hand of a faithful 
colporteur. Though he had heard 
in a vague way of the existence of 
such a volume, this was the first 
time young José M. Lopez had 
handled the Book and found oppor- 
tunity to read it. And read it he 
did, with growing and abiding in- 
terest, until the Book make known 
to him its eternal message of God’s Lordship through 
Jesus Christ, whereupon the young seeker was trans- 
formed from a child of inherited tradition to a child 
of the living God. As a result of this experience there 
grew in the soul of young Lopez an unquenchable 
passion for the Spanish Bible. 

Not long after these events Don José M. Lopez 
sailed from his native land, and during the past 
thirty years he has lived and worked in Buenos Aires, 
Argentina. As would be expected, he has always been 
known as a power in the evangelistic efforts of his 
Church. As a layman he has given much time to this 
important work. But the unique manifestation of his 
great passion for the Bible is revealed in the amazing 
collection of old and precious Biblical texts con- 
tained in his large private library. 

This library, housed in Sefior Lopez’ modest apart- 
ment in Buenos Aires, contains over 3,000 volumes. 
Most of these are noted historical and critical works 
characteristic of the Reformation of the sixteenth cen- 
tury in Spain, among which are John Calvin’s “‘In- 
stitutes,” published in Spanish in 1597 and prepared 
by the immortal translator of the Spanish Bible, 
Cipriano de Valera; and Flavius Josephus’ “Anti- 
quities,” translated in 1554 by Francisco de Encinas. 
But aside from these important volumes there are 
extremely rare copies of the Scriptures in the Spanish

harvest.” He often 
quotes Isaiah 55:10- 
11 and the 130th verse of the 119th Psalm. One of the 
letters he writes over and over again to pastors and 
Sunday-school superintendents is this: 

Perhaps you may never have thought of it, but prob- 
ably the greatest barrier in the way of reading the Bible 
through from cover to cover is, for most people, the all- 
too-common delusion that it would take a long lifetime to 
complete the task. For all such this delusion can be dis- 
pelled by the following simple announcement in both the 
worship service and the Sunday school: only 90 hours of 
reading time are required for a moderately rapid reader 
(even among brighter fifth and sixth graders and up) to 
read the Eible through. Try it once and see for yourself. 

The assertion by the pastor or superintendent that he 
himself has proven that it can be done will greatly aid in 
getting a popular response to the challenge. 

Mr. Johnson, who is pictured here at his letter- 
writing in his garden in Tucson, Arizona, has written 
the editors of the Bible Society Record that his own 
conversion to Christ came as a result of such a com- 
plete reading of the Bible in his early teens. He has 
abundant evidence from his correspondents that the 
practice he commends promotes church and Sunday- 
school attendance, prevents juvenile delinquency 
and enhances notably the strengthening of the 
Christian life. 

As for himself, Mr. Johnson says that in his own 
reading he makes constant use of Bible Society’s 
little folder, “My Reading Record,” on which he 
keeps track of the chapters he reads, usually three 
every week-day and five on Sunday.

A meeting of the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society in its one 
hundred and thirty-fourth year was held 
at the Bible House, 450 Park Avenue, 


New York 22, on Thursday, October 6, 
1949, at 3:30 p.m., President Daniel 
Burke, LL.D., in the Chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted 
by Mr. John Binns. 

Mr. Manuel E. Kulukundis was elected 
a member of the Board of Managers. 

The Board approved of inviting 51 
denominations through their official rep- 
resentatives to attend the annual meeting 
of the Advisory Council. 

The resignation of the Rev. Frank Ray 
Wilson as a Field Secretary was accepted 
with sincere regret. 

A letter of October 5 from President 
Truman sent in the observance of Uni- 
versal Bible Sunday, December 11, was 
read to the Board. (See page 164) 

The Board authorized for publication 
the Gospel of John in Totonac, the Gos- 
pels of Matthew and John and the Acts 
in Ecuadorean Quechua, the Gospel of 
Mark in Kabba-Laka, the Psalms in 
Luvale and the Acts in Shilluk. 

First-edition copies of the Sermon on 
the Mount in Portuguese and new edi- 
tions of the Bible in English in the zipper 
binding, and also in the more expensive 
leather and morocco bindings, were pre- 
sented. 

It was reported that between March 
1948 and May 1949 a total of 15,800 
Bibles, 71,000 New Testaments and 250,- 
000 Gospels had been delivered by plane 
to nine depots in China.
